Claims 12-20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yamaya et al (5,641 ,614) are withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 12-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 12-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Harris (4,640,713). 

Harris disclose a silver polish/tarnish remover comprising abrasives, surfactants, 
and wetting agents such as calcium carbonate, aluminas, phosphoric acid and metal 
salts (col. 3, lines 1-67). 

Harris does not specifically teach in an example applicant's composition. 
However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
components to encompass the claimed composition because each of the components 
are taught and required in a single composition. Moreover, Harris is silent with respect 
to the pH of the composition. However, absent a showing to the contrary, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would expect the composition to comprise a basic pH as claimed 
given the ingredients claimed therein. 

3. Claims 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Darmon et al (5,198,141). 
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Darmon et al disclose a composition for cleaning stainless steel surface of 
photographic processing equipment comprising water, cerium salt, nitric acid and acetic 
acid. 

Darmon et al do not specifically teach in an example applicant's composition. 
However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
components to encompass the claimed composition because each of the components 
are taught and required in a single composition. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 20 is allowed.
